Let us now consider the great word: Redemption. This comes 
before us in the first Epistle of Peter, chapter 1, verses 18 to 21. 

Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversation re- 


ceived by tradition from your fathers; 


but with the precious blood of 


Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and without spot: who verily 
was foreordained before the foundation of the world, but was mani- 
fest in these last times for you. Who by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead, and~gave him glory; that your faith 


and hope might be in God. 


The word “redemption” is one 
that runs all through the Bible; in 
fact, we can say without any sug- 
gestion of hyperbole that it is the 
great outstanding theme of Holy 
Scripture. This important truth 
runs through the Book like the 
proverbial red strand that, we are 
told, runs through the cordage of 
the British navy. Everywhere, 
from Genesis right on to Revela- 
tion, you find God in one way or 
another presenting to us the truth 
of redemption—redemption in 
promise and in type in the Old 
Testament; redemption in glor- 


ious fulfillment in the New Testa- 
ment.

What do we mean when we use 
the term “redemption”? Ordinar- 
ily, and in Scripture too, the word 
means to buy back, to repurchase 
something that has been tempo- 
rarily forfeited; or, it means to set 
free, to liberate, as we speak of 
redeeming one from slavery; or, it 
means to deliver, as to redeem one 
from some grave danger. 


Redemption Pictured In the 
Old Testament 


Back there in Israel in olden 
times, if a man fell into difficult 
circumstances, found himself bur- 
dened with debt, he might mort- 
gage his entire property, and if 
that was not enough to satisfy the 
claims of his creditors, he could 
even mortgage his own strength, 
and ability, his own physical pow- 
ers. He could sell himself into.a 
kind of slavery-until his debt was 


‘paid. Sometimes, he found himself 


hopelessly thus enslaved. Scripture 
says, however, “After that he is 
sold, he may be redeemed again.” 
One of his brethren may redeem 
him, or, if he is able, he may re- 
deem himself.

Missionaries Facing Problem of Whether to Enter Alliances 
With Modernists, Shinto Worshipers and Ancestor Wor- 
shipers.

In.the summer of 1956, at the 
invitation of the Evangelical Mis- 
sion Association of Japan, this un- 
worthy editor went to Japan to be 
guest speaker for one week at the 
annual meeting of these evangel- 
ical missionaries of many Protes- 
tant denominations, at the moun- 
tain resort town of Karuizawa, It 
was estimated that as high as 600 
missionaries attended these serv- 
ices, and the fellowship, along 
with the manifest presence and 


work of God in our hearts, was a 


great blessing. 


On the same three weeks’ tour 
I spent one week in Korea visit- 
ing with missonaries, preaching to 
men in our armed services, in 
First Presbyterian Church of 


- Inchon, and in a large youth meet- 


ing at Seoul. Through our litera- 
ture fund we had done quite a lot 
of missionary work in Korea, 
Also for one week it was my 
very great privilege to speak to 
a conference of the New Life 
League of Japanese pastors and 


Revival Visit to Japan in 1959

Christian workers meeting at 
Karuizawa, before the missionar- 
ies met. Three hundred and fifty 
Japanese ministers applied for 
reservations, but accommodations 
were provided for only one hun- 
dred. Eight of my books and 
pamphlets had been translated and 
distributed in Japan. We already 
had 2% million copies of my 
booklet, “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” in Japanese scattered in 
that beautiful country. Eight hun- 
dred Japanese ministers had taken 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD. So I was 
received not as a stranger, but as 
a beloved and trusted brother. 
And we had a blessed week of 
waiting on God as I preached on 
soul winning, prayer, and revival. 
What tears, what confession of 
failure, what holy dedication took 
place in those high hours! And a 
number of these Japanese pastors, 
since that time, I am told, have 
been doing soul winning on a scale 


they had never before attempted.

During that blessed conference 
with Japanese pastors, leaders 
among them worked out a plan 
and brought it before the meeting, 
and they asked Missionary Fred 
Jarvis, who was the founder of the 
New Life League among Japanese 
pastors and leaders, and me to 
help them in the plan, to win 
100,000 Japanese to Christ by 
1959, the year which marks the 
100th anniversary of mission work 
in Japan.

Jesus. must have known how 
badly He was needed at the foot 
of the mountain. Here is reason 
enough why they could not build 
ih.ce tabernacles and stay on the 
mount. 

Notice “the multitude” (vs. 14), 
It must have been the same great 
crowd that had followed.Him all 
over Galileé, with some variations. 
They had followed Him ever since 
the occasion of Matthew 4:24, 25, 
and are mentioned after that in 
Matthéw 5:1, 8:1, 18; 9:8, 36; 11: 
3 12218: 13:2; 34, 36: 14:14, 15, 19, 
22, .23;.15:30, 32, 33, 35.36. 39: 
Sometimes this crowd is spoken of 
as a “multitude,” sometimes as 
a “great. multitude,” sometimes 
in the plural form, “multitudes,” 
or “great multitudes.” 

Read in Mark 9:14-29 and in 
Luke 9:37-43, companion passages, 
about the healing of this boy. The 
whole multitude was greatly ex- 
cited (Mark 9:15). The son was a 
lunatic (vs. 15), possessed of a 
“dumb. spirit=..(Mark 9:17). The 
nine apostles who did not go up 
on the mount for the transfigura- 


“faith, 


tion scene could not heal the boy. 
Verse 16 is a sad verse. What an 
indictment of Christians! Compare 
it with Luke 11:6. The average 
Christian does not have the bread 
for sinners, the power to help 
those in trouble. The man was 
right in bringing his som to the 
disciples of Jesus. Those who fol- 
low Christ should have the power 
of Christ. When we, because of our 
lack of faith and lack of power, 
would send the people away emp- 
ty, Jesus would say to us as He 
did to the twelve, “They need not 
depart; give ye them to eat” 
(Matt. 14:16). Later, in such cases, 
after. Jesus was gone, the apostles 
and other Christians did have the 
faith to heal (Acts 3:1-8; 5:15, 16; 
8:7: 9:392-42: 19:12: 28:8, 9). Peo- 
ple have many, many burdens and 
Christians ought to have power 
from God to“help. Not all the sick 
will be healed and not all the lost 
will be saved, but surely we could 
do more if we had faith in God. 
Notice the rebuke of Jesus in 
verses 17 and 20. Do not excuse 
these disciples. They could have 


cast out that devil but for their un- 


belief. “Without faith it is im- 
possible to please him” (Heb. 11: 
6). To have faith for wonderful 
things is a solemn command of 
Jesus (Mark 11:22). Read the con- 
versation bétween Jesus and the 
father given in Mark 9:21-24. 
There in verse 23 Jesus gave the 
remarkable promise, “All things 
are possible to him that believeth.” 
That “is a universal promise and 
not limited there nor anywhere 
else except by ‘the matter of faith. 
We ought to pray as the father 
did, with tears, “Lord, I believe; 
help thou mine unbelief” (Mark 
9:24). 


Unbelief here was a sin and in- 
dicates that often we could con- 
quer our unbelief, we could have 
if we did the right thing. 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God’ 
(Rom. 10:17). If they had dwelt 
on the Scripture as they ought, 
they would have had more faith. 
Faith is a gift of God, often given 
in answer to prayer as it was giv- 
en evidently to this father who 
prayed, “Lord ... help thou mine 
unbelief’ (Mark 9:24). If these 
nine disciples had gone with Jesus 
and the other three up in the

Russell H. Conwell Writes 
About the Controversial 
Life of C. H. Spurgeon 


In Chapter 17 of Conwell’s biog- 
raphy published in the year of 
Spurgeon’s death—1892—we find 
some of these interesting sections: 


“It may be important as a mat- 
ter of history, although it is less 
agreeable. to the general reader, 
to give some account of the con- 
troversies into which Mr. Spur- 
geon at times was drawn. We have 
before stated that he had strong 
friends and bitter enemies, No 
man could have been more deeply 
and sincerely loved by promiscu- 
ous congregations of people than 
was Mr. Spurgeon. Some of them 
even asserted that their affection 
for him was stronger than their 
atfection for their own families. 
He was a tower of defense to his 
friends and no persecuted person 
went to him for protection who 


mountain to pray, they might 
have had faith enough for this 
blessing when they returned. Un- 
belief is a sin, a sin that can be 
avoided. 


The proper study and meditat- 
ing on the Word of God, praising 
God for past blessings, obedience 
to God’s commands, earnest and 
constant submissive prayer will 
result in growing faith. Faith is a 
part of the fruit of the Spirit 
(Gal. 5:22). Those who are filled 
with the Spirit will have more 
faith. See how being filled with the 
Spirit and faith are connected in 
the case of Stephen (Acts 6:5, 8), 
and in the case of Barnabas (Acts 
11:24). Notice particularly the 
connection of faith and prayer in 
verses 20 and 21, and in Mark 9: 
29. Most .certainly persistent, un- 
ceasing, self-surrendered prayer 
results in faith that is pleasing to 
God. If these disciples had prayed 
as they ought, they would have 
had faith for the healing of the 
boy. See the ~‘author’s _ book, 
PRAYER-—Asking and Recewing, 
the chapter on “Have ’ Faith in 
God,” for how to grow faith. 


Some ancient manuscripts of the 
Greek New Testament leave off 
verse 21 and the words “and fast- 
ing” from Mark 9:29., In the 
American Standard Version of the 
Bible these are therefore omitted. 
However, even if verse 21 be omit- 
ted, that does not change the fact 
that fasting is often commended 
with prayer in the Bible. The 
greatest Bible characters included 
fasting with praying (Matt. 9:15; 
Acts 13:2.:3; Ik Cor: 11:27)... Nor 
does it change the plain, explicit 
teaching of Jesus that the disciples 
failed because of unbelief (vs. 20), 
that this unbelief was displeasing 
to Jesus (vs. 17), and that the un- 
belief was the result of prayerless- 
ness (Mark 9:29). 


Let us not doubt that this child 
was literally possessed of a devil. 
Evil spirits are .about us, often 
causing diseases such as insanity 
(vs. 15; Matt. 8:28; Luke 8:27, 29, 
35). Evil spirits were sometimes 
responsible also for blindness and 
dumbness (Matt. 12:22). These 
were cases that medical skill could 
not cure and there are many such 
cases today. 


We ought to believe verse 20 lit- 
erally. Jesus said the same thing 
again in Matthew 21:21, 22; Mark 
9:23, and Mark 11:23, 24. Those 
promises expressly say that they 
are for “whosoever,” that they in- 
volve any request, ‘What things 
soever ye desire” and “whatso- 
ever.” There is not a hint that 
they were meant only for the apos- 
tles or even for that age alone. 
God does not change His princi- 
ples in regard to answered prayer. 
Faith is as precious to God in one 
dispensation as in another. For 
other such blessed promises of un- 
limited answers to the prayer of 
faith see Psalm 81:10, Jeremiah 
33:3, John 14:13, 14; 16:23, 24, and 
I John -3:22, where’ again the 
blessed word “whatsoever” is used.

did not at once secure all that his 
genius and generosity could give. 
The admiration of his acquaint- 
ances which amounted almost to 
worship naturally awoke -in the 
jealous bosoms of ordinary human 
beings a counterpart spirit of envy 
and criticism.” 


Conwell’s Observations of 
Spurgeon’s Strong Separated 
Stand From the Baptist 
Union 

In the same book, Life of 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon, the 
World’s Great Preacher, we find 
these words in Chapter 17: 

“He would not remain in vol- 
untary association with any as- 


sembly of churches where the 
principles in which he _ believed 
were not closely and _ conscien- 


tioysly adhered to. If preachers or 
churches advocated or practiced 
the principles which were at var- 
lance with the fundamental doc- 
trines of Christianity as he under- 
stood them, he insisted without 
fear or favor in withdrawing from 
their fellowship unless _ théy 
changea their teaching and con- 
duct. A most excellent idea of this 
feature of his character may be 
gained: from one of the later con- 
troversies in which. he engaged 
which became known to the. re- 
ligious world as the ‘Down-Grade’ 
controversy. In the articles which 
he wrote upon it before his with- 
drawal from the Baptist Union, 
and before uniting with the Sur- 
rey and Middlesex Baptist Associ- 
ations we see this side of his 
character most strongly exhibited. 
One of the articles will give the 
reader a more. accurate and com- 
prehensive view of this side of Mr. 
Spurgeon’s life than anything that 
could otherwise be written con- 
cerning him. 

“The Baptist Union was com- 
posed of Baptists and Congrega- 
tionalists and was a very free and 
liberal organization which did not 
attempt to hold any person very 
strictly to doctrine or creed. Yet 
many of the strongest preachers 
in the Baptist denomination in 
and about London. were members 
of that Association. In the mem- 
bership there were also a number 
of pastors who taught in their 
pulpits some of the modern ideas 
of science—so called—and who ad- 
vocated the theories of the higher 
criticism and a more liberal and 
loose construction of the Old 
Testament records. Upon this sub- 
ect Mr. Spurgeon wrote: 


‘‘No lover of the Gospel can 
conceal from himself the fact that 
the days are evil. We are willing 
to make a large discount from our 
apprehensions on the score of na- 
tural timidity, the caution of age, 
and the weakness produced by 
pain; but yet our sglemn convic- 
tion is that things are much worse 
in many churches than they seem 
to be, and are rapidly tending 
downward. Read those newspapers 
which represent the Broad School 
of Dissent, and ask yourself, How 
much further could they go’? 
What doctrine remains to. be 
abandoned? What other truth to 


be the object of contempt? A new 
religion has been initiated, which 


is no more Christianity than 
chalk is cheese, and this religion, 
being destitute of moral honesty, 
palms itself off as the old faith 
with slight improvements, and on 
this plea usurps pulpits which 


}were erected for Gospel preach- 


ing. The Atonement is scouted, 
the ‘inspiration of Scripture is de- 
rided, the Holy Ghost is degraded 
to an influence, the punishment of 
sin is turned into fiction, and the 
resurrection into a myth, and yet 
these enemies of our faith expect 
us to call them brethren, and 
maintain a confederacy’ with 
them! ......”

Ministerial Madness 
One of the most abominable 
things in the ministry is the man- 
ner in which some servants of 
God-—Heaven’s ambassadors on 
earth—disregard the law of the 
land when they get behind the 
wheel of gtheir automobile. A ‘man 
who may be ever so fundamental 
in doctrine, exemplary in life, and 
kindly in speech becomes a Vi- 
ciously potential killer the mo- 

ment he steps into his car. 


When I was in Oregon for re- 
Vival meetings a few months ago, 
a 3/-year-old minister was given 
e@ harsh tongue-lashing by an 
aroused, indignant judge for hit- 
ting and critically injuring a 10- 
year-old school boy. Noting that 
the preacher had previously been 
cited twice for speeding violations 
within three years and had a prev- 
jous arrest for failure to yield 
the right of way, Municipal Judge 
J. J. Quillin angrily addressed 
him: ‘As a minister you may be 
competent but as a driver you are 
not. You are guilty because you 
have not time to be careful. The 
record shows that.” The lad he 
hit suffered multiple injuries and 
was near death for a time, but is 
now convalescing in a wheel chair. 

Most of the guilty clergymen 
seek to excuse themselves for 
their law-breaking antics behind 
the wheel by quoting what David 
said to Ahimelech when fleeing 
from King Saul, “The king’s busi- 
ness requireth haste” (I Sam. 
21:8). But that was a lie when 
David said it and it usually is a 
lie when preachers today use it. 
Let every minister remember the 
Strong injunction of the sacred 
Scripture: “Let every soul be 
Subject unto the higher powers. 
For there is no power but of God: 
the powers that be:are ordained of 
God. Whosoever therefore resist- 
eth the power, resisteth the ordi- 
nance of God: and they that re- 
sist shall receive to themselves 


the daughter of the Prophet Mo- 
hammed, this sect of Moslems paid 
him millions of dollars in annual 
tithes, including the famous 
weighing ceremony when his nuge

Apparently the only thing re- 
quired of him from his followers 
was to thoroughly enjoy himself.

Yet in spite of all 
his material advantages, he had 
anxieties, disappointments, heart- 
aches and personal sorrow just 
like everyone else.

When he died recently in Switz- 
erland at the age of 79, he stepped 
immediately into an eternal Hell, 
leaving behind forever all of his 
money, fame and luxurious liv- 
ing. How fitting the statement of 
the Saviour, “For what shall it 
profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul? Or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his soul?” (Mk.

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Can You Take a Back Seat? / 


Humility is a virtue not seen often enough

Most of us like the driver’s seat. 
And if somehow life shoves us into 
a back seat, we like to be back- 
seat drivers. He is a rare soul 
who can behave himself gracious- 
ly in life’s back seat. 


But it has been done. I am 
thinking of two men who did it, 
one in the Old Testament and one 
in the New. 


Samuel was the last of the 
judges. He got caught in a change 
of dispensations. The people of Is- 
rae] wanted to be like the nations 
around them—the first step in 
many a downfall. They wanted a 
king. 

Samuel counseled against it. He 
knew that it was not God’s best 
for them. But when it had to be 
done, he graciously took a back 
seat in favor of the glamorous 
Saul. There he remained for the 
rest of his days, far abler and far 
godlier than the King. 


Time and again, in the course of 
things, a Saul supersedes a Sam- 
uel. Not every Samuel can step 
aside like this one. It is not easy 
to resign oneself to “servants upon 


__- horses” and “princes walking as 


servants upon the earth.” But 
Samuel took his back seat and 
stayed in it well. 

John the Baptist: also took a 
back seat. He too was caught ina 
change of dispensations. As Sam- 
uel was the last of the judges, so 
John was the last of the prophets. 
For a little while his was a spec- 
tacular career. He stood beside 
the Jordan and called the listening 
multitudes to repentance. A color- 
ful figure, he was the talk of the 
country. 

Then Jesus 
soon 


came 
the multitudes 


along, and 
turned to 


Him. When this was reported to 
John, he answered with a classic 
text for all saints of the back seat: 
“He must increase, but I must de- 
decrease.” 


Not every Christian has learned 
to take a second place, even to 
Jesus. How often has He taken the 
background while proud self has 
refused to resign in His favor! One 
may even be a minister of no 
small parts and a preacher of 
many accomplishments, but giv- 
ing the impression withal that if 
he is in the back seat, he is a 
back-seat driver! «Few there be 
who attain the “none of self but 
all of Thee.” 


Paul summed it up best of all 
With “To me to live is Christ” and 
“Not I, but Christ liveth in me.” 


He who so gives Christ the chief 
place will likewise esteem others 
better than himself. He will take 
the lower seat and be invited up 
higher instead of reversing the 
process. He will walk in the steps 
of Him who came not to be min- 
istered unto but to minister, and 
in spirit he will not be abeve 
washing the feet of the brethren. 
He will not be a Diotrephes, lov- 
ing the pre-eminence, but a De- 
metrius, of good report, clothed 
with humility. And he will be a 
blessing to everybody, for he will 
have learned the Beatitude of the 
Background. 


In a day when men climb for the 
ladder’s topmost rung and even 
the saints scramble for* the chief 
seats in the synogogue, blessed is 
he who can take a back seat, 
whether as Samuel, for a lesser 
or as John the Baptist, for a 
greater, even the Greatest of All.

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Redemption 


(Continued from page 1) 


wonderful type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. The Hebrew word is goel. 
He comes before us in Scripture 
long before the time of Israel. 
Even in the book of Job you read 
of him. It was of the goel that 
Job spake when he said, “I know 
that my redeemer liveth, and that 
the shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth.” 


Then one may, as I say, have 
forfeited his property. Well, some 
wealthy one could come and pay 
off the mortgage and thus redeem 
the property. We are used to such 
transactions today, and we attach 
that meaning to the word “re- 
demption.”’ 

Now, in thinking of man, we 
know he is a sinner, sold under 
judgment. It was his own fault. 
God says in His Word, “You have 
sold yourselves for naught; and 
ye shall be redeemed without 
money.” It is not possible for any 
man to redeem himself from the 
sad conditien in which he finds 
himself because of sin, but that is 
why we need a kinsman redeemer 
who is more than man, one who 
is divine as well as human. 


Redeemed From Guilt, Power, 
and Presence of Sin 


When we turn to consider this 
subject of redemption in the New 
Testament, we find it presented in 
three different ways: first, re- 
demption from judgment. That is 
redemption from the guilt of sin, 
‘which is through the atoning work 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. But that 
is not all. It is not only the will 
of God that we should be re- 
deemed from the judgment due to 
sin, but Scripture has a great deal 
to say about redemption from the 
power of sin, so that we might 
be redeemed from those evil habits 
and unholy ways which at. one 
time held sway over our lives. This 
redemption is through the indwell- 
ing Christ, through the risen 
Christ working in the power of 
the Holy Spirit, who makes Christ 
real to His people down here. 


And then Scripture speaks of 
a third aspect of redemption: the 
redemption of the body. I have 
been redeemed as far as. my soul 
is concerned, if I am a _ believer 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. I am 
daily being redeemed from sin’s 
power, if I am walking in sub- 
jection to. the Holy Spirit’s guid- 
ance. But though I am thus re- 
deemed in measure, I am made to 


realize every day that this. very} 


body of mine is often a hindrance 
instead of a help in regard to my 
practical deliverance; but I am 
looking forward to the time when 


and He told Moses of something 
that was to take place whereby, 
He says, “I will put a difference 
(or literally, a. redemption) be- 
tween my people and the Egyp- 
tians.”’ That redemption was made 
by the blood of the passover lamb; 
and _ it is to this that the apostle 
Peter is referring typically in his 
first Epistle when -he says, “Ye 
were not redeemed with corrupt- 
ible things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation (empty be- 
havior) received by tradition from 
your fathers (ancestrally handed 
down); but with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb’ with- 
out blemish and without spot” 
(literal rendering).

the cross in faith, and it settles 
now for all in the present age and 
in all the years to come, who look

In other words, when we trust 
the One who shed His blood at 
Calvary, then we are numbered 
amongst those who have redemp- 
tion through the sacrifice that He 
offered, and that means that we 
are secure forever from the judg- 
ment due to sin, just as Israel, 
sheltered beneath the blood of the 
passover lamb, was secure from 
the judgment that was to fall up- 
on Egypt, for God said, “When 
I see the blood, I will pass over 
you.”

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through Moses for every household 
to seek out a lamb, and they had 
to be very careful as to their 
choice of a lamb. There must be 
nothing about it that marred it 
in any way, as it was to be a 
type of Christ, God’s holy, spotless 
Son. There must be no blemish of 
any kind, either outwardly or in- 
wardly. This lamb had to die, and 
then they were to take the blood 
that was shed and caught in a 
basin, and sprinkle it upon the 
lintel and the two side posts of 
the door of the house wherein they 


dwelt. And God commanded them 


to go into the house and shut the 
door, for He had declared that 
He would pass through the land 
of Egypt that night, and smite 


are redeemed from the judgment 
that is hanging over this poor 
world—the judgment that sin de- 
serves. And so we can enter into 
the meaning of that Scripture 
which says, “There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus.” 


Some of you have only lately 
come to Christ; you have not 
known_the Lord very long. Oh, I 
beg of you, do get this clear. Your 
salvation, your security from judg- 
ment does not depend on anything 
that you can be or do. It depends 
upon the work that the Lord Je- 
sus did for you on Calvary, the 
redemptive work that He accom- 
plished when He suffered in your 


for our redemption; but here in 
this message we have another side 
of. the truth emphasized, and that 
is that our blessed-Lord not only 
died to redeem us from the judg- 
ment due to our sins, but He 
died to redeem us from all iniqui- 
ty, that is, from all lawlessness. 


And sin is lawlessness. He died 


as Mrs. Alexander’s beautiful old 
hymn puts it, not only to save 
our souls, but “He died to make 
us good.” The gospel has _ not 
accomplished its purpose if it only 
frees people from judgment. It has 
not completed its work until it 
presents every ~ believer 
glory, fully conformed to the im- 
age of God’s blessed Son. 

We have been called to holiness, 
to purity of life, to uprightness of 
behavior, and if any of us who 
profess the name of: Christ are 
playing fast and loose with unholy 
things, with worldliness, with car- 
nality, with impurity, with things 
that defile these temples of the 
living God, these bodies in which 
the Holy Spirit dwells; if we are 
in any way living so as to bring 
dishonor upon the name of the 
One who died to save us, we are 
just to that extent thwarting one 
of the purposes for which Christ 
died. He died to redeem us from 
all iniquity. Here the word “re- 
demption” is used in the sense of 


deliverance. He died to deliver us 


from all iniquity, to draw us away 
from the evil things that peril our 
Christian experience and_ that 
would’ wreck and ruin our lives. 


Redemption was illustrated in a 
stirring news article that appear- 
ed in our daily papers recently. 
Many read the story of those men 
shipwrecked in the South Pacific 
in connection with the world war. 
A number of them were huddled 
upon a raft and only one of them 
was able to swim, and he a big, 
burly colored man. When those 
sailors saw nothing but death and 
despair before them, this colored 
man sprang into the sea and towed 
that raft as he swam for over 
six miles through shark-infested 
waters, until he brought them all 
to a place of safety. That was re- 
demption, and that man was a 
redeemer. 


Our Lord Jesus not only risked 
His life, but gave His life, not only 
to save us from judgment, but al- 
so to “redeem us fromrall iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works,” 
Dear young Christian, I beg of 
you, do not allow yourself to be 
careless as to this aspect of re- 
demption. Do not be content to 
know that you _ have trusted 
Christ as your Saviour from hell, 
and forget that you are called up- 
on to live a heavenly life here up- 


in the}. 


see your works, and if your life 
s not in accordance with your 
‘aith, they will soon realize it and 
vill put you down as a fraud and 
1 hypocrite, and instead of your 
influence being for good, it will 
be for evil, 


James says in his Epistle, ‘Thou 
hast faith, and I have works: 
shew me thy faith without thy 
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place upon the Tree, and you en- 
ter into the good of that redemp- 
tion through faith in Him. When 
Satan comes to tempt you, when 
you discover things in your own 
heart that you did not realize 
were there, just meet him with 
this: the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus has settled every- 
thing, has made me free, has giv- 
.en me deliverance from the judg- 
ment of a holy God. 
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all the firstborn, but wherever the 
sprinkled blood was seen, the first- 
born and all the family would be 
secure, for Jehovah said, ‘‘When 
I see the blood, I will pass over 
you.” 

The blood of the lamb shed so 
long ago was God’s picture of the 
| blood of the Lord Jesus Christ 
which was shed on Calvary’s cross 
fifteen hundred years later, but 


the body itself shall be redeemed 
and made like unto the glorious 
bedy of our -Lord Jesus Christ. 
Then I shall. be redeemed from 
the very presence of sin and from 
all the evidences of its corrup- 
tion. 


on this earth. Do not be content to 
say that at a given time or at a 
certain meeting you went into an 
inquiry room and told the Lord 
Jesus you would trust Him as your 
Saviour. Remember that in do- 
ing that you received Him not 
only as the Saviour of your soul 
but as the One who is to be Lord 
of your life, the One who died to 
redeem you from everything that 
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to which we now look through the 
mists of nearly two thousand 
vears. How can that blood avail 
for our redemption today? The 
blood had to be sprinkled of old 
on the actual lintel and door posts 
and then they were safe inside, It 
is centuries since Christ has died. 
In what sense, then, can we be 
made secure from _ judgment 
through the blood that He shed sc 
long ago? 


We read in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews of having our hearts 
sprinkled by the blood of Christ. 
How is that blood applied to our 
hearts? Through simple faith. In 
the Epistle to the Romans, chap- 
ter 3, after dwelling on the lost 
condition! of all men by nature 
and practice, the apostle says in 
verse 23 and on, ‘For all have 
sinned, and come short.of the 
elory of God’; and then adds: 
“Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus: whom God hath 
set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to de- 
clare his righteousness for the 
remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God; 
to declare, I sav, at this time his 
~ighteousness: 
just, and the justifier of him which 
helieveth in Jesus” (Romans 3:23- 


°6). What is he telling us? That f- 


the sacrifice of the Lord Jesus is 


that he might be 


The believer is said to be re- 
deemed from the curse of the law. 
He was exposed to that curse be- 
eause of sin. God has declared, 
“Cursed is every one that contin- 
Neth not in all things which are 
written in the book of the law 
to ‘do them.” We have failed; we 
have broken God’s law; we are 
‘inder that curse. But our blessed 
Redeemer was made a curse for 
us, as it is written, “Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree.” 
Redemption guarantees our safe- 
ty from judgment. 


Redeemed From Iniquity 

When we turn to the Epistle to 
Titus, we have another aspect of 
redemption. In chapter 2, verses 
11-14, we read: 


For the grace of God that.bring- 
*th salvation hath appeared to all 
men, teaching us that, denying un- 
zodliness and worldly lusts, we 
should live soberly, righteously, 
and godly, in this present world: 
‘looking for that blessed hope, and 
the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 
who gave himself for us, that he 
night redeem. us from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
neople, zealous of good works. 


It cannot be too often insisted 
upon that salvation is not of 


with 


is unholy. 


We read, “Who gave himself for 
us, that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works.” Do not let it ever 
be said of you that you are not 
concerned about good works, and 
do not ever tell people that be- 
cause salvation is not of works, it 
does not matter what kind of lives 
they live. Our Lord Jesus Christ 
savs, “Let vour light so shine be- 
fore men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your

smallest matters?” (I Cor. 6:2). 
The reign of Christ will be a time 
of universal righteousness, a time 
when wars and rumors of wars 
will not be known, and a period 
when even the instincts of wild 
beasts will be changed. 


Following these tremendous 
events given in the first ten verses 
of Revelation 20, we have the ac- 
count of the last judgment. There 
are four significant~ things to be 
said about this awful and solemn 
event. 


I. This Is the Final Judgment 


Some people want to make this 
a general judgment at the end of 
the world, but a careful study of 
the Word of God will show that 
this cannot be a true interpreta- 
tion. The Word of God mentions 
many judgments. For example, 
there is the judgment of the be- 
liever’s sins in the cross of Christ. 
When we accept Jesus as Saviour, 
our eternal destiny is settled for- 
ever. We have passed from death 
unto life. Again, there is the judg- 
ment of self. “For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged” (I Cor. 11:31). The judg- 
ment seat of Christ is clearly por- 
trayed in the Word of God. Read 
Romans 14:10-12 and I Corinthi- 
ans 3:11-15. The judgment of liv- 
ing nations is given in Matthew 
25. This judgment takes place at 
the revelation of Christ when He 
shall sit upon the throne of His 
glory. The test in this judgment 
is the treatment accorded by the 
nations to those whom Christ calls 
“my brethren.” 


The great white throne judg- 
ment is the final scene before we 
come to read about the new heav- 
ens.and the new earth. The awful- 
ness of this judgment is seen in 
verse 11 of Revelation 20, ‘‘And I 


saw a great white throne, and him | 


that sat on it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no 
place for them.” When the great 
sea of faces stands before the 
Judge, the scene will be so awful 
that the heavens and the earth 
will vanish away. I think that we 
can refer also to Revelation 21:1, 
where we read, “And I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth: for the 
first heaven and the first earth 
were passed away; and there was 
no more sea.” I believe there is 
also a very definite connection 
here with the-passage in II Peter 
3:10, “But the day of the Lord 
will come as a thief in the night; 
in the which the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be 
burned up.” 


One Bible commentator points 
out another fact about this judg- 
ment which is more than interest- 
ing. He says that the great white 
throne judgment is not a trial. 
Those who are judged are not 
asked questions. They are simply 
judged from the things that are 
written in the books, and accord- 
ed their punishment in Hell. 


It is a great white throne be- 
cause the lost of the earth will 
stand before the Lord. It is a 
white throne, for it reveals the 
holiness and purity of our God. It 
is before such a throne that men 
will be gathered. The one who 
sits upon the throne will be Christ, 
for He said, “For the Father 
judgeth no man,’ but hath com- 
mitted all judgment unto the Son: 
That all men should honour the 
Son, even as they honour the 
Father” (John 5:22, 23). : 


We can be sure that all the 
persons of the Godhead are pres- 
ent.at this serious occasion, but 
Christ will do the actual judging, 
for it has been committed unto 
Him by the Father. 


Ii. This Is the Judgment of 
- the Lost Dead 


We have rejoiced over and over 
again..at.the prospect of the resur- 
rection of the saved. —Beatitiful 
pictures of this are given in I Co- 
rinthians 15 and I Thessalenians 4. 
John said, “Blessed and holy is 
he that hath part in the first res- 
urrection: on such the second 


death hath no power, but ‘they 


Shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him 
a thousand years” (Rev. 20:6). 


But let us not forget that the un- 
saved will also be resurrected. 
“And I saw the dead, small and 
zreat, stand before God , .. And 
the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead*which were in 
them: and they were judged every 
man according to their works.” 
This is the resurrection of the un- 
saved. This is the time when the 
graves will give up the bodies of 
the lost and when hades will sur- 
render the spirits and souls of the 
lost. They will be reunited and 
will be brought to stand before 
the judgment of God. 


The Word teaches the plain fact 
of two resurrections. Notice Dan- 
ie] 12:2: 

“And many of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shail 
awake, some to everlasting life, 
and some to shame and everlast- 
ing contempt.” 

In John 5:28, 29 we read: 

“Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the res- 
urrection of damnation.” 

Paul speaks of the two resur- 
rections in Acts 24:15: 

“And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurrection 
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A Completed oe 


Dr. A. T. Pierson, the eminent Bible 
teacher, said that when collecting funds 
for a special object a wealthy man said 
to him, “If | had to preach your funeral 
sermon, | should take for my text, ‘And the 
beggar died.’ ”’ 

“| should not in the least object to that,” 
said Dr- Pierson, “if you only finish the 
verse—‘And [he] was carried by the angels 
into Abraham's bosom’ "’ (Luke 16:22). 


of the dead, both of the just and 
unjust.”’ 

The saved dead have already 
been raised and have entered into 
life with the Lord. Only the un- 
saved are left in thé graves, and 
now they are brought forth to 
stand before the judgment throne. 

Notice the words, “And I saw 
the dead, small and great, stand 
before God.” The great men of 
all times who refused the Saviour 
will be brought to judgment. And 
the small, forgotten individuals 
will stand there, too. Those who 
have been buried for many’ cen- 
turies, on land or sea, will come 
forth. Body, soul, and spirit will 
be united, and face the judge. 


iI, They Will Be Judged Out 
of the Books 


“And the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life: and the 
dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the 
books, according to their works.” 
—Rev. 20:12. 

The record books will be there. 
Every man’s sins will be plainly 
written down. God will judge each 
man out of the record. 

All sins will be brought to light, 
for remember, these are sinners 
who have not had their sins cov- 
ered by the blood of Jesus. They 
know nothing of God’s gracious 
forgiveness; therefore, every sin 
will be brought out to face them. 
The young who died _ without 
Christ will face their sins. The 
middle-aged and the old people 
will likewise see their lives pass 
before them. 

Secret sins will be brought to 
light. There are things which you 
have done which no one knows 
about but God. He has it all writ- 
ten down in the record, and one 
day, if you die without Christ, 
you will face it. God’s records are 
exact. He makes no mistakes. 

Sins never committed openly 
will also be brought to light. Jesus 
gaid, “But I say unto you, That 
whosoever looketh on a woman to 
lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his 
heart” (Matt. 5:28). John tells 
us in I John 3:15, “Whosoever 


hateth his brother is a murderer: } 


and ye know that no murderer 
hath eternal life abiding in him.” 
All of us were shocked by the 


account of the young man who 


| took a revolver and killed twelve 


people in cold blood. Whether sane 
or insane, we do not know. It was 
a horrible thing. Let us beware. 
Jesus said, “Whosoever hates his 
brother is a killer.” You are guilty 
of murder! 


Yes, all sins will be brought to 
light, but the greatest sin will be 
that of rejection of Christ. There 
is no sin so terrible as refusing 
the loving Saviour. 

We notice. that another book 
was opened, which is the book of 
life. If this is the judgment of the 
unsaved, then why _ should. the 
book of life -even be present? It 
is there as a record against the 
lost. Even in the last judgment 
there will doubtless be men who 
will insist that they are good and 
deserve Heaven. Perhaps the 
judge will permit them to search 
the book of life to see if their 
names are written down. : 


Sinner friend, remember this: 
You will nave to face your record. 
Nothing will be omitted. 


IV. The Outcome of This 
Judgment 
“And death. and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of 


life was cast into the lake of fire.” 
—Rev. 20:14, 15. 


Will any be saved who stand 
before the great white throne? If 
the record be true, then rione will 
be saved, for it says that death 
and hades will be cast into the 
lake of fire. 


Will there be degrees of punish- 
ment in. Hell? Yes, if God is to 
be just, then there will be a dif- 
ference in the degree of punish- 
ment. In the giving of the parable 
of the steward and his servants in 
Luke 12, the Lord Jesus said: 

“And that servant, which knew 
his lord’s will, and prepared not 
himself, neither did according to 
his will shall be beaten with many 
stripes. But he that knew not, and 
did commit things worthy. of 
stripes, shall be beaten with few 
stripes. For unto whomsoever 
much is given, of him shall be 
much required: and to whom men 
have committed much, of him they 
will ask the more.’—Luke 12:47, 
48. 

The Scripture says that men 
will be judged “according to their 


works.” There will be a difference, 


but it will all be Hell. 

And now in conclusion let us 
notice one sentence in verse 14 
of Revelation 20, “This is the 
second death.’ Here is a state- 
ment of finality. The second death 
is the lake of fire. It is called the 
second death because it follows 
after the first death, or physical 
death. The second death is exist- 
ence without life. It is eternal 
death, yet eternal existence. This 
is what is meant when we speak 
of the lost soul dying, yet continu- 
ing to exist. The second death is 
not annihilation, as some would 
try to teach and preach. 


The second death means separa- 
tion of the entire person from 
God. The first death has power to 
separate the soul from the body, 
but the second death has power 
to separate the entire man from 
God eternally. The second death 
kills all peace, joy, happiness, and 
hope forever. It is sing an from 
God, from Christ, and from Heav- 
en. It is separation from loved 
ones who are saved. I stood by a 
casket and listened to a wife mur- 
mur to the dead body of her hus- 
band, “It won’t be long until we 
are together again.” Yes, this is 
true in Christ, but without Christ 
there is eternal separation. 


Last, the second death is a fu- 
ture certainty for the Christ- 
rejecter. There is no escaping from 
Hell for the man who has heard of 
Christ. and refused to accept Him 
Choose tonight where you will 
spend eternity. Will it be in the 
place prepared for the Devil ana 
his angels, as pictured in Revela- 
tion 20, or will it be the glorious 
Heaven as pictured in Revelation 
21?. Receive Christ and make 
Heaven your home.

But there is a third aspect of 
redemption, and that is brought be- 
fore us in the eighth chapter of 
the Epistle to the Romans. In 
verse 22 we read: “For we know 
that the whole creation groaneth 
and travaileth in pain together un- 
til nowr And not only they, but 
ourselves also, which have the 
firstfruits of the Spirit, even we 
ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body.” ‘“‘We 
ourselves groan within ourselves.” 
Of whom is he talking? Christians. 
Groaning Christians? Yes! Oh, I 
thought Christians were always 
happy; I thought they were al- 
ways shouting and singing! Well, 
vou have a lot to learn. Thank 
God, it is possible to joy even 
in the midst of sorrow, and Chris- 
tians have their griefs and sor- 
rows and trials. But they have a 
wonderful Saviour to carry them 
through those trials—One to sus- 
tain and help them in every hour 
of distress. 

One of our chief causes of 
groaning is. that of physical in- 
firmities, and that is what the 
apostle is talking about here. In 
our unconverted days our groan- 
ing was caused by our sins: We 
cried out in pain as we longed 
for deliverance. Then we were 
eroaning in bondage. Now as 
Christians we groan in grace, be- 
cause of physical infirmities that 
are often such a hindrance in our 
lives. Perhaps you were just get- 
ting ready to go to prayer meet- 
ing one night. (I hope you love the 


prayer meeting.) But you did not | 
get there. You were preparing to |

The Banished Brought Home

Adam and his wife hid themselves 
from the presence of the Lord God,” 
and “the Lord God’ sent him forth 
from the garden of Eden ....50 


he drove out the man” (Gen. 3:8, | . 


93. 24), What a banishment that 
was! 


9 ALL MANKIND are God's 
banished ones. This is the teach- 
ing of the Bible, the Word of God. 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and 
DEATH by sin; and so DEATH 
passed upon ALL MEN, for that 
ALL have sinned.” (Rom. 5:12). 


~ Also, “by one man’s disobedience 


the many were constituted  sin- 
ners” (Rom. 5:19, Gk.). When 
Adam fell and was banished, -the 
whole race of mankind fell and 
was banished in him. 


“Q what a fall was there, my countrymen! 
Then |, and you, and all of us fell down.”” 


3 YOU, O man, O woman, O 
young person, if not a Christian, 
are in a.state of banishment from 
God: you are one of “His ban- 
ished” ones. “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom. 3:23). As .Major Whittle, 
Moody’s great friend, wrote: 


“Once FAR FROM God and- dead in sin, 
No light my heart couid see.” 


‘The greatest parable ever spo- 
ken, as some say, the parable of 
the prodigal son, was given to 
show that each and every sinner, 
every one, is lost and dead and in 
banishment from God. In that 
story there is “an unveiling of 
the departure of humanity from 


God, and God's attitude toward 
humanity, as pictured in the re- 
bellious and _ returning son.’ 


David longed for the return of his 
banished son, Absalom: in an in- 
finitely deeper way God longs for 
you to return Home to Him. So 
God devised means that you, ‘His 
banished be not EXPELLED from 
him.” apace 


IL The Means Devised 


When my text states that God 
has “DEVISED MEANS” to bring 


you home to Himself, it uses a 


deep word full of meaning. The 
Hebrew word means ‘‘to think, to 
plan,” and it “signifies a mental 
process whereby some course is 
planned or conceived.’ It is the 
word used by Joseph in Genesis 
God meant it—God 
planned it—unto good, ... to save 
much people alive.” So to bring 
Home to Himself banished sinners, 
God PLANNED the MEANS, so 
as “to save much people alive.’ 
Blessed be His holy name! 


The Hebrew word also means to 
count the cost: it “represents the 
arithmetical process of counting 
up,* and it is “used in Scripture 
to indicate what may be called a 
mental process whereby the love 
and mercy which exists’ in the di- 
vine nature, and which was em- 
bodied in Christ is brought to bear 
upon the case of every individual 
who believes in (and acts upon) 
the Word of God.’’8 


We sometimes speak of counting 


the cost of becoming a Christian. 
The truth is, God counted the 
cost to Himself of bringing Home 
banished sinners. It DID cost God 
something to make it possible for 
His banished sinners to return 
Home. And no human mind may 
ever know what it cost God to 
bring His banished ones Home. 


“But none of the ransomed ever knew 
How deep were the waters crossed; 
Nor how dark was the night that the Lord 
pass'd thro’ 
Ere He found His sheep that was lost.” 


The means were such that God, 
and only God, could devise them. 
As the great English preacher, 
Alexander Maclaren, said concern- 
ing bringing home banished sin- 
ners: “The problem is insoluble 


by human thought” for “there are: 


formidable obstacles in the way 
of Divine Forgiveness.’’9 


“He that might the vengeance 
best have took, 
Found out the, remedy.” 


The methods devised “are by no 
means such easy and simple mat- 
ters as people sometimes suppose 


a 


- 


them to be.” They must be and are 
such means that Satan is silenced; 
that Satan cannot successfully 
contest them. 


1. The Lord Jesus Christ is 
God’s means to bring banished sin- 
ners home. Dr. James M. Gray 
said about my text: “Let not the 
beautiful words of verse 14 escape 
attention. How they suggest the 
love of God for us in Jesus Christ! 
He was the means devised that we 
might not be banished from His 
presence.”20 The Apostle Peter 
teaches that Christ is the means 
to bring banished sinners Home to 
God. He wrote: “For Christ also 
hath once suffered for sirfs, the 
just for the unjust, that he might 
BRING US TO GOD...” (I Pet. 
3:18). The Lord Jesus, looking 
down the ages, said: “And other 
sheep I have .. .¢hem also I must 
BRING ...” (John 10:16). Mat- 
thew Henry says that Christ came 
to bring us Home to God, to bring 
us into the Church, and to bring 


us back from our wanderings./4 


Where do we find the misery and 
desolation of banishment from God 
so tragically uttered as in the cry 
which’‘rent the darkness of eclipse, 
‘My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?’ 12 . 

The Lord Jesus Christ suffere 
that “banishment from God” that 
He might bring you Home to God, 
and that you might not be ban- 
ished from Him for ever. 


3. The preaching of the Gospel 
is a means God has devised to 
bring sinners Home. Someone has 
said that “we can hardly err in 
interpreting this Wise Woman's 
words in the light ‘of the Gos- 
pel.”13 The Gospel has been and 
it is now “the power of God unto 
salvation” (Rom. 1:16). “For see- 
ing that in the wisdom of God 
the world through its wisdom 
knew not God, it was God’s good 
pleasure through the foolishness 
of the preaching the thing 
preached—to save them that be- 
lieve” (I Cor, 1:21—A. S. V.). 


The truth is, O banished“ one 
reading this, God has sent you a 
message in the Bible, in the Gos- 
pel, to return to Him. That mes- 
sage is that “God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself

2. The cross of Christ is a means 
of God’s devising to bring banished 
sinners’ Home. The Lord Jesus 
said so: ‘‘And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me” (John 12:32). It was the 
attraction of Christ on the cross 
that changed the life of the great 
sinner, John Newton, and drew 
him off from his many sins, and 
brought his banished soul Home 
to God. He testified: 


“| saw One hanging on a tree, 
In agony and blood, 

Who fixed His languid eyes on me, 
As near the cross | stood.” 


That look of Christ melted him 
to tears, and drew him to God. 
George Bennard said, “The old 
rugged cross has a wondrous at- 
traction for me.” Alexander Mac- 
laren says, “Where is there such 
a demonstration of the awful truth 
that ‘the wages of sin is death’ as 
on that cross on which the Son 
of God died for us and for all ‘His 
banished ones’? Where do we 
learn the hideousness of sin, the 
endless antagonism between God 
and it, and the fatal consequences 
of it, as we learn them in the sac- 


rifice of our. Lord and Saviour? 


.. (II. Cor. 5:19). The way is 
now open for you to become recon- 
ciled to Him: “. . . be ye recon- 
ciled to God” (EI Cor. 5:20). Thou- 
sands of God’s banished ones have 
returned Home to Him through 
some message read or heard from 
the Bible, the Book of God. 


The great Augustine of the 4th 
century A. D. banished himself 
from his mother’s home. He said, 
“I deceived her ... and I lied to 
my mother, and such a mother, 
and escaped. That night I privily 
departed.”!4 But in his banished 
state, God spoke to him from the 
Bible. He was in the city of Milan, 
sitting with a friend on the green 
grass near a house. He was op- 
pressed with the burdens of his 
sin for he had led a dissolute life. 
He tells it himself: 


“So I was speaking, and 
weeping in the most bitter con- 
trition of my heart, when, lo! 
I heard from a_ neighboring 
house a voice, as of a boy or girl, 


repeating, “Take up and read; 
Take up and read.’ Instantly, 
my countenance altered, I began 
to think most intently, whether 
children were wont in any kind 
of play to sing such words: nor 
could I femember ever to have 
heard the like. So checking the 
torrent of my tears, I arose; 
interpreting it to be no other 
than a command from God, to 
open the Book, and read the 


first chapter I should find. 


ever! 


|HOUND OF HEAVEN 


I know not, chanting, and oft}. 


Eagerly then I returned to the 
place where Alypius [his friend] 
was sitting; for there had I 
laid the volume of the Apostle 
(Paul’s Epistles), when I arose 
thence. I seized, opened, and in 
silence read that section, on 
which my eyes first fell: ‘Net 
in rioting and drunkenness, not 
in chambering and wantonness, 
not in strife and envying. But 
put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and make not provision for the 
flesh, to fulfill the lusts there- 
of’? (Rom. 13:13, 14). No further 
would I read; nor needed I: for 
instantly at-the end of this sent- 
ence, by a light as it were of 
serenity infused into my heart, 
all darkness of doubt vanished 
away.”’15 


And Augustine was. brought 
home to God by the Word of God. 
In his story, Augustine tells of 
another of God’s banished . ones 
who was brought home to God by 
the Gospel. He says: 


“T had heard of Anthony, that 
coming in during the reading 
of the Gospel, he received the 
admonition, as if what was be- 
ing read, was spoken to him; 
‘Go, sell that thou hast, and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and 
come and follow me’ (Matt. 19: 
21). And by such oracle he 
was forthwith converted unto 
Thee.’ 6 


4. The blessed Holy Spirit of 
God is another means God the 
Father uses to bring’ sinners 
Home. He pleads with you, He 
convicts you, He leads you to 
accept the Saviour. He did me. 
No man “led” me to Christ. No 
one was at hand to do it. The 
blessed Holy Spirit of God did it. 
Gently, sweetly, surely, He pre- 
sented Christ to me. I was alone. 
He moved me to believe and ac- 
cept the truth of John 3:16 for 
myself personally: “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave 


‘|his only begotten Son, that who- 


seever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.’ He showed me Christ from 
that: Seripture, as my _ personal 
Saviour. I accepted Him in my 
early teens, and it was the pre- 
cious Spirit of God who brought 
me Home. 


“| know not how the Spirit moves, 
Convincing men of sin, 

Revealing Jesus through the Word, 
Creating faith in Him.” 


But I know Hé does, and did 
in me. Blessed be His name for- 
I like to think that the 
ever blessed Holy Spirit is THE 
referred 
to by Francis Thompson in his 
famous poem by that title. Fran- 
cis Thompson was fleeing in ban- 
ishment from God, but tne Holy 
Spirit was after him. Let Francis 
Thompson tell.you about it. 


“I fled Him, down the nights and down the 
days; 
| fled Him, down the arches of the years; 
| fled Him, down the labyrinthine ways 
Of my own mind; and in the midst of 
fears 
| hid from Him, and under running laugh- 
ter.” 


Yes, he was running 


“From those strong feet that 
followed, followed after.” And 
then that he might return “home,” 
he tells us what the Heavenly 
Voice said to him: 


“Whom wilt thou find to love ignoble thee, 
Save Me, save only: Me? 
All which | took from thee | did but take, 
Not for thy harms, 
But just that thou might’st seek it in My 
arms. 
All which thy child’s mistake

o. By providential circumstanc- 


es. God so wills your salvation, O 
banished sinner, that He will use 
the strangest of providential cir- 
cumstances to bring you » Trea 
You may become ill; you may suf- 
fer financial losses; you may be 
bereaved;. you may meet with a 
severe accident; you may be disap- 
pointed in love—any one of these 
circumstances God has used, and 
perhaps now is using in your case, 
to bring your banished soul Home 
to Himself. “The providence of 
God is subservient to His grace.” 
How true it is that “providential 
events, fn the wide scale, and in 
individual life, are often rendered 
effectual unto salvation.”17 


God wants you Home, so He 
uses every kind of means to. get 
you to return. The remembrance 
of a mother’s kiss was used by 
God to bring a banished rohber 
Home. “A robber in his stronghold 
beside the Rhine was made to re- 
flect on the days when as a little 
child he could not sleep without a 
kiss from his mother, and it melt- 
ed him into repentance.’’/8 


I have in my library a book 
entitled, The Night a Ship Went 
Down. It tells one of the most 
remarkable stories I have ever 
read of the providence of God in 
saving a banished soul. On the 
10th of April, 1912, a ship left 
Southampton, England, for Ameri- 
ca. It was the TITANIC—the “un- 
sinkable ship.’’ On board was the 
Scottish evangelist John Harper. 
He was returnifig to preach in the 
famous Moody Church. He had 
held meetings there in 1911. ‘The 
services he took were attended 
with such rich blessing that the 
visit lengthened into three months 
—the Moody Church passing 
through one of the most wonderful 
revivals in its history.” Four days 
out from Southampton the TI- 
TANIC “was sunk at sea by a 
collision with a submerged _ice- 
berg. at night on Sunday, April 
14th, 1912, and 832 passengers and 
685 of the crew perished.” 


Four years later, in 1916, a man 
got up in a church at Hamilton, 
Ontario, Canada (Rev. P. W. Phil- 
pot, the pastor), and gave his pub- 
lic testimony, telling thg@ people 
that he was “John Harper’s last 
convert.” The “unparalleled story” 
was sent to the Rev. George Har- 
per; brother of John, who related 
it at the Keswick Convention of 
1916, 


Among the 2,223 persons on the 
ill-fated TITANIC was a man 
named Cleaver Dean. “When the 
plunge came—on the void where 
the ship had been, he found him- 
self floating on wreckage, a half- 
numbed living man... . Staring 
him stark in the face, was the end! 
He must drown—he must die! And

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more copies of the booklet, “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?” pub- 
lished in Japanese. Since that time 
already 1% million copies have 
been furnished through money we 
have raised or given in Amcrica, 
and a new edition is coming out 
soon through funds already raised. 

3. They asked for an evangelistic 
fund to help these poor pastors on 
the meagerest salaries, for inci- 
dental expenses if they would vol- 
unteer their time to go out for 
revival campaigns in needy places 
away from their own churches. 
Tust a little money in each case 
to pay for advertising or train 
fare was asked, while these Japa- 
nese pastors would donate their 
time. I agreed with Dr. Jarvis to 
help raise money for that fund, 
and did so, 

4. They asked that I should re- 
turn to Japan in 1959 to hold 
evangelistic services in the prin- 
cipal cities in Japan. They asked 
for- three months of my time. I 
could not promise that much time, 


- but I still hope to spend a month 


or more in Japan in 1959. There 
are many problems, but I hope to 
be able to go for these evangel- 
istic campaigns and work with my 
beloved .brethreh, Japanese na- 
tional pastors and evangelists, as 
well as with missionaries. 


The Billy Graham Issue 
in Japan 


Meantime, Dr. Billy Graham 
visited Japan. A large evangelis- 
tic rally was planned at great cost. 
He was invited by fundamental 
missionaries. However, Dr... Grar 
ham insisted that modernists be 
invited to participate in the rally, 
work on committees, sit on the 
platform, take part on the pro- 
gram. : 

It is a sad fact that the mis- 
sion work in Japan had, before 
World War II, gone farther into 
modernism than the mission work 
on any other foreign mission field 
with which we are acquainted. 
During the war the Japanese 
Government insisted on all the de- 
nominations joining in one-~«big 
church, which I believe is calte@ 
Kyodan, and modernists hold the 
principal places of leadership in 
that organization. Some -devoted, 
fundamental Christians suffered 
greatly because they would not 
yoke up with these infidels and 
One man rode with 
me from Karuizawa to Tokyo and 
told me through an interpreter 
something of what he had suffered 
in imprisonment and persecution 
for staying true to Christ. Some 
of the missionaries compromised 
so far as to condone bowing to the 
Shinto shrines and the continua- 
tion of ancestor worshiping in 
Japanese homes of those who ‘pro- 
fessed to be Christians. 


Most of the missionaries sent 
out since World War II have been 
fundamentally sound in the faith. 
And now, in the Billy Graham ral- 
ly, these missionaries were pressed 
by Dr. Graham, through his repre- 
sentatives, to associate with mod- 
ernists, sit on the same platform, 
ask them to lead in prayer, and 
such plans were made. The chair- 
man of the rally, Missionary Don 
Hoke, president of Japan Christian 
College, resigned as chairman 
rather than. preside in such a 
situation. Now he is under pres- 
sure to change that position, was 
brought as a guest to the New 
York Crusade, we believe to in- 
fluence him. Other missionaries 
withdrew from the committee. 


But the Billy Graham team 
pressed the matter and the rally 
came off with sheep and goats to- 
gether, with those who believe in 
salvation by the blood and those 
who despise. the blood, sitting on 
the same platform. Naturally, the 
result of the rally was a very 
great confusion among native 
Japanese Christians and new pres- 
tige to the modernists. But Dr. 
Graham, with charming personal- 
ity, with persuasion and gifts and 
pressure, has dealt with mission- 
aries. And some of the mission- 
aries and many of the national 
Japanese pastors have decided to 
go along with the modernists, for 
Dr. Graham has been invited back 


. in 1959 by modernists and others, 


SO missionaries tell me. 
So the problem of whether or

Scriptures, “Be ye not ‘unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers” 
(I Cor. 6:14), and “If there come 
any unto you, and bring not this 
doctrine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed” 
(II John 10), or whether the end 
justifies the means and whether 
they ought to go against these 
Scriptures, in order to get the 
hoped for results by compromise, is 
pressing missionaries in Japan. 


Missionary Suggests a Poll 
Among Missionaries As to 
Whether or Not They Vote 

for This Editor to Come 
to Japan in 1959 
We have a letter dated Decem- 
ber 7 suggesting that a poll be'tak- 
en, among the missionaries, as- to 
whether or not they, on the basis 
of my articlés against yoking up 
with unbelievers, want me to come 

to Japan. The letter was from a 

missionary in whose home I was 


in the poll for arguing whether 
you were right or wrong: decisions 
will be made solely upon what you 
yourself have written, or have al- 
lowed others to write in THE 
Sworn.

“P. S, I was asked personally to 
write you regarding this, by a mis- 
sionary of great influence in Ja- 
pan; he requested it under pres- 
sure from others.

One ean see by the above letter 
that theré “is some unrest on the 
mission field concerning the issue 
of _yoking up “with unbelievers.

be for or against you; and which- 
ever this overwhelming majority 
might be, we would want you to 
take that as God’s leading in ’59-— 
either to come, or not to come. 
(Of course, when I say ‘over- 
whelming ‘majority’ I mean any- 
thing over 80% either way; cer- 
tainly not 50-50, or 60-40.) 

“If you are willing to submit 
yourself to this test, there will be 
an unbiased poll run either in| 
Japan Harvest or on a private 
basis, by the leading missionary 
group here in Japan: the poll will 
be worded as follows, or very 
closely to this: 

“‘T feel that Mr. Rice should 


‘know what I think about his com-

“Suppose that I should take a 
poll of nice Christian people, who 
have no connection with your 
work in Japan, and. should ask 
them to vote on whether you 
should come home on a furlough 
or not or §&t foot in the United 
States. It is rather foolish to sup- 
pose that you would decide your 
coming on the opinion of people 
who did not know what you ought 
to do and who have no right to tell 
you what to do. No, if every mis- 
sionary in Japan should say I 
should not come to. Japan, that 
would not settle it for me. I would 


have to find the clear leading of, 


the Lord. If every missionary in 
Japan insisted that I must come to 
Japan, I still would not go unless 
}I had clear leading from the Lord. 


“A long time ago I found out 
that a man is a poor servant of 
Jesus Christ who tries to please 
the whims of everybody else. 
Those who serve the Lord Jesus 
Christ best are those who follow 
His clear call and leading, wheth- 
er it pleases men or not. 


Why Make Billy Graham the 
Issue Instead of Christ and 
the Bible? 


“2. Again your letter reveals 
what is to me a shocking thing: 
You and the missionary friends 
you run with seem to be all con- 
cerned with a man, Billy Graham, 
instead of with Christ and the Bi- 
ble. What does it matter what 
somebody thinks about Billy Gra- 
ham? Don’t you think it is far 
more important what one believes 
about. Christ and the Bible? Why 
set up a human ido) and try to 
determine Christian duty on 


whether you bow to that idol or 


/ 


not? Why should a man be set up 
as a rallying point instead of ral- 
lying around Christ and the Bible 
and the clear leading of the Scrip- 
tures? 

“Suppose that instead of the 
tens of thousands of souls God has 
given me I had won none at all, 
or very few; would then the big 
issue still be whether I said the 
proper things about Billy Graham 
or whether I crossed myself when 
his name was mentioned or wheth- 
er I got his okay? What good 
would a man be coming to Japan 
if he had only the approval of Bil- 
ly.Graham without the approval 
of God? 

“And if a man comes in the 
blessing and power of God; would 
you feel that his ministry still 
ought to be hindered because he 
does not bow before some sacred 
cow, because he does not fit in 
with the popular crowd and the 
Hearst newspapers and the mod- 
ernistic leaders of denominations 
and , the National Council of 
Churches? Can’t you see what a 
foolish and idolatrous thing it is 
to decide Christian matters of doc- 
trine and service on the basis of 
some man? I will not settle any 
issue of what I believe or what 
I will preach or what I will prac- 
tice “by what Dr. Billy Graham 
thinks or what people think about 
Billy Graham pro or con, God be- 
ing my helper. I will try to be true 
to Christ and the Bible. I will love 
all the Christians and try to be 
a blessing everywhere, but I will 
remember that Jesus said, “And 
call no man your father upon the 
earth: for one is your Father, 
which is in heaven. Neither be ye 
called masters: for one is your 
Master, even Christ” (Matt. 23:9, 
10). 

“And again in I Corinthians 7:23 
Paul says, “Ye are bought with a 
price: be not ye the servants of 
men.” 


Why Not Face the Clear 
Bible Principle? 

“3. I find it shocking that you 
want to discuss and give an opin- 
ion and want others to give their 
opinion, and want me then to de- 
cide my course of action by the 
opinions of men without coming 
to the point of what -the Bible it- 
self teaches. It does not matter 
about Billy Graham or about any 
other man, but what about the 
Bible command not to yoke up 
with unbelievers? Why do not you 
and the missionaries want to dis- 
cuss the Bible matter on its own 
merits? Does the Bible actually 
teach, “Be ye not’ unequally 
Voked together with unbelievers,” 


‘in II Corinthians 6:14, or does it 


not? Does the Bible actually com- 
mand us about. unbelievers, 
“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you” (II 
Cor. 6:17), or not? 

“Does the Bible clearly declare 
that one who preaches any other 
gospel than Paul’s Gospel, the fun- 
damental Bible Gospel, should be 
accursed (Gal. 1:8, 9), or not? 


“Does II John, verses 7-11, de- 
clare plainly that one who does not 
abide in the doctrines of Christ 
(about who He is and what He 
did, His virgin birth, His deity, 
His blood atonement, bodily resur- 
rection, and such matters) “hath 
not God,” is not saved? Does that 
Scripture plainly command a 
Christian not to receive such an 
unbeliever to his house (or evan- 
gelistic platform or church), or 
does it not? You see, these are 
honest questions which honest 
Christians ought to be concerned 
about and ought. to take sides on. 
Why would not you and the mis- 
sionaries be interested in Bible 
truth and loyalty to Christ and the 
Bible, instead of being all worked 
up about Dr. Billy Graham? 

“Did you have in mind and did 
the “missionary of great influ- 
ence’ you say who pressured you 
to write this letter, keeping his 
name anonymous—do you and 
these other missionaries plan to 
violate the Scriptures, and are you 
sensitive about that matter? Why 
would you bring up the matter of 
my stand on these fundamentals 
clearly taught in the Bible and why 
would you be sensitive about it if 
you, just as a good Christian 
should be, are concerned primar- 
ily with pleasing Jesus Christ and 
obeying the Bible?

he knew that he wasn’t ready. 
Suddenly, carried by on a drift- 
ing spar, John Harper called to 
him—‘Man thére: your soul? IS 
LT SAVED?’ Dean answered, ‘IT’S

the spar, called out across the 
waves, “BELIEVE ON THE

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, in his 
exposition of the parable of the 
prodigal son, tells this story. Per- 
haps some reader of this sermon 
needs to heed it. 


“There comes back to me an 
illustration, the story of a 
Seotch lassie who broke away 
from home and restraint. She 


went to the far country and fell 
into sin, terrible sin, and went 
down to the depths, until she 
was derelict. And, like this boy, 
she had nothing left. Ruined in 
every way, she traced her way 
back home, and arrived at her 
mother’s cottage in the night. 
When she came up the winding 
lane that led to the cottage 
she was amazed to see a light 
shining in the window in the 
middle of the night. She trem- 
bled, and feared that her moth- 
er was ill. She quickened her 
footsteps, noticed that the door 
of the cottage was open, and 
then paused. Her mother heard 
her footsteps, and knew them, 
and swiftly ran down the stairs 
to her lassie. ‘Mother, what. is 
the matter? Why is the door 
open? What is the light burn- 
ing for?’ ‘Janie, that light has 
never been out a night nor the 
door shut’ since you~ went 
away !’’20

Ill. Why You Should Return * 


Home to God 


There are pressing and urgent 
reasons why you should return to 
God without delay. My text tells 
you why. The wise woman also 
said: “For we must needs die, and 
are as water spilt on the ground, 
Which cannot be gathered up 
again.” You are under the neces- 
sity of dying. You “must” die, O 
banished soul, sooner or later. ‘“To 
every man upon this earth Death 
cometh soon or late.” In view of 
the certainty of your death, you 
should come Home from your kban- 
ishment to God. 


My text gives another reason 
why every banished soul should 
come Home to God. The wise 
woman said, “. . NEITHER 
DOTH GOD TAKE AWAY LIFE, 


but deviseth means, that he that |}

The meaning of 
the statement, ‘‘Neither doth God 
take away life,” is as stated by 
God Himself in His heart-cry to

Neith- 
er doth God take away life, but 
deviseth means, that he. that is 
banished be not an outcast from 
him.” .Of that-text.of Scripture, it 
“Thiss*one Of the 
noblest and profoundest. declara- 
tions of the Scripture. God, who 
has determined us to death, NEV- 
ERTHELESS “DOES~NOT=DE- 
PRIVE US OF LIFE, “OF PER- 
SONALITY, but has th® holy pur- 
pose to receive us—-the banished, 
the sinful.’”’ God permits banished 
souls to live that they might re- 
turn to Him through the means 
devised in Christ. Joseph Seiss 
said: “The goal of our existence 
is to--get back inte reconciliation 
and peace” with God from’ whom 
we are banished. Satan wants you 
to stay in banishment from God.

He all at once stopped in the 
midst of his discourse and said: 
‘My friends, I have something 
for sale.’ This Astonished his 
hearers. ‘Yes, I have something 
for sale; it is the soul of Lady 
Ann Erskine. Is there anyone 
here that will bid for her soul? 
Ah, do I hear a bid? Who bids? 
Satan bids. ‘Satan, what will 
you give for her soul? “I will 
give riches, honor, and plea- 
sure.” But stop. Do I hear an- 
other bid? Yes, Jesus Christ 
bids. Jesus, what will you give 
for her soul? “I will give eternal 
life.’ Lady Ann Erskine, you 
have heard the two bids—which 
will you take?’ And Lady Ann 
Erskine fell down on her knees 
and cried out, ‘I will have Jesus.’

been winning souls since they 
spent the week with me in a way 
they never did before. The invita- 
tion of these earnest, national pas- 
tors and workers means a great 
deal to me. And all the more, their 
sincere effort to launch a centen- 
nial evangelistic effort that would 
not compromise but would try to 
win many souls and build evangel- 
ism in New ‘Testament type 
churches in Japan, puts me under 
great obligation as I see it.

V’o Sneoest Missionaries Tell 
Their Constituents Where 
They Stand and Seek Sup- 
port on This Honest Basis 


As I understand the Bible, it 
seems clear to me that there is 
a plain command for Christians 
not to be yoked up with unbeliev- 
ers, not to receive false teachers 
who are wrong on the doctrine of 
Christ in their houses (nor on their 
platforms nor in their churches) 
nor to bid them Godspeed. As I un- 


hetter than keeping our real con- 
victions and actions a secret and 


derstand the Scriptures, all who 
‘bring a different gospel than the 


blood Gospel of an infallible Bi- 
ble are to be accursed. I under- 
stand these things to be clearly 
taught from II Corinthians 6:14- 
18, II John, verses 7-11, Galatians 
1:8, 9, and in many other Scrip- 
tures. 

Now if any man does not be- 
lieve’ that these Scriptures mean 
what they seem to say, or if any- 
one knows Scriptures which nulli- 
fy these plain commands, let him 
say so. Or if any man, knowing 
these Scriptures, still decides that 
the end justifies the means, and 
that he will do evil that good may 
come, and if he thinks God will 
bless disobedience better than 
obedience, let him say so. And let 
all who agree with him in that 
position support him financially. 
I believe that everybody who 
agrees with Dr. Billy Graham’s 
principles and methods in revival 
should support those revivals.- I 
believe those who think methods 
of yoking up with unbelievers are 
essentially wrong and hurtful and 
will do the cause of evangelism 
and the cause of Christ great 
harm, should hot support him. All 
of us of course should pray for 
him, but we need not support with 
influence and money what we are 
convinced is wrong. 


So with foreign missionaries. We 
believe that if a foreign mission- 
ary thinks he can serve Christ bet- 
ter by yoking up with the enemies 
of Christ and the Bible and put- 
ting converts into modernistic 
churches and sending students into 
modernistic schools where their 
faith will be broken down—if one 
believes he can prosper better by 
roing against what seems to us to 
be the plain command of God, then 
let all such missionaries say so 
and let them ask for the support 
of common Christians everywhere 
who will agree with them. 


Or if missionaries believe that 
the Bible is very clearly against 
yoking up with _ unbelievers, 
against running with those who 
have a false gospel, and are ene- 
mies of the historic Christian faith, 
let them say so, and pledge them- 
selves to be true to their convic- 
tions and true to Christ. And let 
missionaries seek support of those 
who agree with them. Let com- 
promisers who take the easy, pop- 


ular road, pleasing and exalting 


those who are against the Bible, 
pleasing the world, following pop- 
ular idols, seek support from those 
who believe that is right. Why 
keep one’s convictions secret? 


We are commanded to always 
be ready to give a reason for our 
faith. All the sacrificial Christians 
who support foreign missions will 
want to know whether missionar- 
ies are now planning to run with 
Christians—orinfidels, Bible be- 
lievers or modernists,

We covet, we need, we earnestly 
plead for, the prayers of God’s 
people about mission work in Ja- 
pan. Where one can be called a 
Christian without being’ born 
again, where leaders are selected 
and honored and followed who 
deny Christ’s deity and _ blood 
atonement, deny the virgin birth 
and miracles and bodily résurrec- 
tion of Christ as taught in the 
Scriptures, there churches wither, 
there the mission cause fails!
